Long Beach digs trees 


“I Dig Long Beach” works to lessen the effects 
of greenhouse gases on the environment.

As the second-busiest seaport in 
the United States, the Port of Long 
Beach imports and exports goods from 
around the world, all the while pump- 
ing out tons of greenhouse gases. 

Now the port is working with the 
City of Long Beach to counter this en- 


vironmental harm — by planting trees. 

Through its Green Port Policy, the 
port helped launch a project with the 
city on Saturday, aiming to clean and 
beautify. Southwest Long Beach by 
planting 6,000 trees within the next 
seven years. The city’s “I Dig Long 
Beach: 6,000 Trees by 2020” campaign 
was funded by a $691,000 grant from 
the Port of Long Beach, according to a 
City of Long Beach press release. 
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mode.” 

Students and faculty had a rocky 
start at the beginning of this semester, 
as a severe increase in latency, or lag 
time, made accessing Beachboard next 
to impossible. 

The main issue, which D2L has been 
calling a “system outage,” lasted from 
Jan. 29 to Feb. 1, although CSULB also 
experienced problems from Feb. 4 to 
5. Part of D2L’s three-year $366,000 
contract states that D2L is supposed to 
provide 99.9 percent “up-time.” 

While the “downtime” from Jan. 29 
to Feb. 1 was part of a system-wide is-

sue, the problems on Feb. 4 and 5 were 
apparently limited to CSULB. 

Vice President of Marketing and 
Business Development for D2L Jeff 
McDowell said D2L was committed to 
rectifying the situation. 

“The goal of our datacenter is that 
none of our customers should experi- 
ence any downtime,” McDowell said. 
“That is our main, main goal. Given 
that our systems were down and things 
weren't working, we had no choice but 
to do what we needed to do to fix the 
problem.” 

Part of the solution has been to put

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CSULB on its “own dedicated server 
farm,” according to Kennedy. Wheth- 
er that is a permanent move or not re- 
mains to be seen. 

The problems resulted from a mis- 
configured “file virtualization layer,” 
according to McDowell. 

“[File virtualization] is a tech- 
nique which you can employ for up- 
grades, which is one of those things 
that we were doing, but we weren’t 
upgrading at the time,” McDowell 
said. “We only upgrade like periods

stagnant, students getting drunker 


Being more 
intoxicated may result 
from a pattern of 
heavy drinking.

A study conducted by the Coopera- 
tive Institutional Research Program at 
the University of California, Los Ange- 
les shows that the number of students 
drinking and partying is declining. 

However, according to University 
Police Captain Scott Brown, partying at 
Cal State Long Beach has remained the 
same — but with one major difference. 

“The students are much more 
drunk,” Brown said. 

UCLA’s survey found that the number 
of students who reported drinking beer 
“frequently” or “occasionally” was at 


an all-time low of 33.4 percent in 2012, 
compared to the peak of 73.7 percent in 
1982 according to past CIRP surveys. 

Being more intoxicated may result 
from binge drinking, a pattern of heavy 
drinking that usually consists of five or 
more drinks for men in a single occa- 
sion and four or more for women, ac- 
cording to-the National Institute on Al- 
cohol Abuse and Alcoholism. 

Patrick Toste, a senior graphic design 
major, said he believes that students are 
drinking more heavily than before. 

“At least from what I’ve seen ... ev- 
eryone wants to be wasted at a rager,” 
Toste said. 

According to statistics provided by 
University Police, however, the number 
of DUIs on campus decreased from 54 
in 2007 to 29 in 2010. The DUI records 
do not take into account if the driver 
was actually a student or not. 

The number of public intoxication 
arrests has also fluctuated since 2006 
with numbers ranging from four to 18 
arrest issues each year in the span of 


seven years, according to University 
Police statistics. 

One statistic that has decreased is 
liquor law violations on campus. The 
number of violations has declined 
from 17 violations in 2008 compared 
to 2012’s two violations, according to 
University Police. 

Linda Pefia, health educator for the 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Other Drugs 
Program at CSULB, said that she has 
not seen much change regarding al- 
cohol use at CSULB. The number of 
students in Step 1 of the ATOD pro- 
gram, which is a mandatory three- 
hour class for students cited for an al- 
cohol violation, has not changed much 
over the past semesters, Pefia said. The 
program’s enrollment ranges anywhere 
from 96 students a semester to 179 stu- 
dents a semester. 

The fall semester numbers are usually 
lower than spring semester numbers, ac- 
cording to Pefia. She also said that most 
students have already tried or used alco- 
hol before entering Step 1 of the program. 
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CSULB Sigma Chi founding President 
and senior communications major Tom 
Chavez said he hasn’t seen any change in 
students’ wanting to drink and party. 

“T don’t think there’s been a change 
at all,” Chavez said. “College kids are 
going to do what they want to do, and 
it seems like they still want to drink.” 

Chavez said he thinks that freshmen 
will always want to drink because some 


have never experienced it or have only 
done so on a few occasions. 

Senior public relations major Ty 
Gates said he thinks that students may 
drink less as they get older. 

“T used to party a lot more when I 
was younger and so did my friends,” 
Gates said. “Once classes get harder, 
students don’t see partying as worth it 
in return for failing a class.”

“{The grant. programs] provide air 
pollution reductions or protections 
when we’ve exhausted available tech- 
nologies on our marine terminal rede- 
velopment projects to cut the significant 
impacts,” Christine Houston, the port’s 
project manager for the grant program, 
said via email. 

The Port of Long Beach is the only 
port with a program like the Green Port 
Policy, Houston said. The program works 


to protect the community and lead the 
charge in environmental sustainability. 
According to Houston, project mem- 
bers from the port conducted extensive re- 
search to find trees that are best suited for 
Long Beach’s climate and to-absorb car- 
bon dioxide. The trees they found include 
sweetshade, crape myrtle and jacaranda. 
Angela Reynolds, deputy director of 
Long Beach development services, will 
help to oversee the project. She said the 
City of Long Beach’s staff has experience 
in tree planting due to past projects, but 
this is the biggest planting project yet. 
Reynolds said a majority of the trees 
will be lining streets and dotting neighbor- 


hoods in Southwest Long Beach, in coun- 
cil districts 1, 2, 3, 6, 7 and 8, where the air 
quality is most negatively impacted. 

Some Cal State Long Beach students 
said it was reasonable that the Port of 
Long Beach plants trees within the city: 

“Since they are the ones that are most 
negatively affecting the environment, 
it’s only fair that they try to cancel out 
the negative effects,’ Estephanie Jane 
Arcilla, a junior health care administra- 
tion major, said. 

Sustainability Coordinator for the 
City of Long Beach Larry Rich said 
that the creation of “more pedestrian- 
friendly streetscapes” is one motivation 


for planting the trees within “new de- 
sign paradigm for the streets.” 

Rich said that the new tree canopy 
would help to cool areas affected by the 
“urban heat island effect,” as well as 
add to the aesthetics of a neighborhood. 

“Cities are hotter than the surround- 
ing undeveloped area ... Shade from 
treés reduces the general heating effect 
of a city,” Rich said. 

“T Dig Long Beach” aims to strength- 
en and inform communities, as well as 
mitigate the effects of greenhouse gas- 
es, Rich said. re wines 

“There will be a lot of door-to-door 
efforts and coordination with commu- 


nity associations,” Rich said. “The peo- 
ple planting are meant to be from the 
neighborhoods in. which the trees will 
be planted.” 

The neighborhood services bureau 
will work with groups to identify com- 
munity planting days, as well as inform 
the community about the importance of 
the trees so that they are able and will- 
ing to maintain them. 

“Although the project. does have a 
specific goal of 6,000 trees, there’s no 
end to the amount of trees that we could 


be planting,” Rich said. “We will be 


constantly looking for new opportuni- 
ties and_places to plant.”

Iggy takes daily walks on campus 
for her health; she has sharp, long toe- 
nails that she uses to climb. She’s a 
rather scaly member of the Cal State 
Long Beach community — she’s an 
iguana. ; 

Iggy came to CSULB about seven 
years ago when James McKibben, di- 
rector of the Science Learning Center, 
was contacted by then Chief of Uni- 
versity Police Jack Pearson, who asked 
McKibben if he wanted an iguana. 

McKibben said he was caught off 
guard by the question, but Pearson told 


him that his neighbors had said they . 


found the iguana in their backyard. 
They put up fliers in the neighborhood, 
but nobody had contacted them, McK- 
ibben said. 

So Iggy came to live at the Science 
Learning Center. She was placed in a 
cage that had belonged to a large Bur- 
mese python 20 years ago. Some bright 
lights were set up in the cage for her, 
and everything was fine for about three 
weeks. 

“Literally overnight, Iggy went from 
a green iguana to an ash and gray color, 
almost dead,” McK ibben said. “It could 


not stand up; its jaw was like rubber.” 

McKibben said he didn’t know what 
was happening. He asked around the 
biology department, but no one knew 
much about iguanas. 

He then took Iggy to the Westmin- 
ster Veterinary group. 

At Westminster, a veterinarian ex- 
amined Iggy and informed McKibben 
that Iggy had metabolic calcium defi- 
ciency, which results after an iguana 
doesn’t receive enough sunlight. 

Without sufficient sunlight, the rep- 
tile’s bones soften. 

“They can’t eat, they can’t stand up, 
they can’t run, they can’t move,” McK- 
ibben said. “They literally die in place.” 

However, with treatment from pow- 
ered sun lamps and a special diet, Iggy 
returned to normal after about three 
weeks. : 

“She returned to being bright green 
and has been doing wonderfully ever 
since,” McK ibben said. 

Iggy is brought out on campus so she 
can receive direct sunlight, according 
to McKibben. 

“We have power sunlight and UV 
lights, but she does better with a halfan 
hour of true natural sunlight than she 
does with six hours of artificial sun- 
light,” he said. 

The Science Learning Center is also 
home to animals, such as a veiled cha- 
meleon, newts, poison dart frogs, two 
ball pythons and a 700-gallon aquarium 
in the process of restocking. 

Students can see Iggy at the Science 
Learning Center located in the base- 
ment of Peterson Hall 2 from 8 a.m. to 5 
p.m. Mondays through Thursdays. 


takes Iggy the iguana out for a walk. 
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of downtime between semesters, dur- 
ing maintenance windows, things like 
that. The architecture is what failed.” 

The failed architecture was being 
implemented as a part of a larger 
move to new hardware, which is 
considered part of standard oper- 
ating procedures for databases of 
D2L’s size, McDowell said. 

While D2L has identified the 
main issue, determining a long-term 
solution is being discussed between 
the provider and its vendors. 

“Right now they are as close as 
they can get and are just dotting the I’s 
and crossing the T’s,” McDowell said. 

CSULB switched learning man- 
agement system providers less than 
three years ago after a series of is- 
sues with Blackboard, the univer- 
sity’s previous provider. 
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After reviewing Gov. Jerry 
Brown’s budget proposal, the Cali- 
fornia Legislative Analyst’s Office 
is telling legislators to throw out 
certain parts of the budget because 
according to their review, if the 
legislature chooses to allocate more 
money to the CSU, there needs to 
be some strings attached. 

Of the key proposals to be 
eliminated, one includes the $125 
million boost to state funding of 
the Cal State University system. 
The LAO also recommends cut- 
ting the base increases for the 
Univer- 
sity of 
Cali- 
fornia 
and the 
California Community College 
systems. 

Essentially, the LAO has 
concluded that Brown should be 
worried about the state of higher 
education, but his proposals are 
not a step in the right direction. 
The question is, why should the 
state invest more money into sys- 
tems that have failed in the past? 

The LAO says there are not 
enough requirements for the CSU 
set in the budget proposal. The 
concern is the CSU will use the 
funding for its own interests, such 
as research and administrative 
support, rather than broad public 
interest. Without set benchmarks, 
the CSU and other systems are 
free from much legislative control. 
With so much free reign, the 
CSU could misuse the proposed 
increased funding, the LAO report 
says. 

We agree that there are very few

requirements for the CSU to meet listed within Brown’s budget 
proposal. Even though Brown says there is nothing wrong with his 
proposal, you cannot ignore the fact that there is very little specific- 
ity to it. When Brown talks about spending more money on technol- 


ogy, what does he specifically mean? 


The LAO has a point to be weary about moving forward with 


this budget proposal. However, telling legislators to just scratch out —in. 
increased state support for higher education is a little rash. 

Instead, the governor should work with the CSU to create 
benchmarks that will help get us on the right track. That way 
the CSU can still get the money it so desperately needs and at 
the same time, be held accountable for what it chooses to invest 
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For example, there should be incentives to graduate more 
students on time. If the CSU reached a certain graduation rate, it 
should trigger a flow of more money into the CSU from the state. 
This and many more benchmarks could bring more success to 
higher education in California. 


Assuming you know how to find it, kill the introductory phrase 


When writing for a highly diverse audience, it 
is difficult to hold everyone’s interest. That being 
said, it’s safe to add that introductory phrases, no 
matter how well-crafted, just get in the way. In 
the event that all introductory word groups were 
forbidden from formal writing, clarity and brevity 
would be much more easily maintained . 

In formal writing, arguments and ideas should 
be concise and direct. Therefore, cluttering a 
body of text with unnecessary introductions, 
which seem to just eat up space, is irritating for 
the reader. Not only do they get in the readers’ 
way, but they also imply that the writer lacks 
strong mastery of language enough to vary sen- 
tence structures without throwing “fillers” at the 
beginning of the sentence rather than the end. 

Ironically, most people who devalue their 
written works by over-using introductions do 
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not necessarily realize they do this! This is not 
because they are unaware of what they write, but 
it is because they do not know what an introduc- 
tory phrase is. 

To clear this up, here are the distinctions. 
A clause requires two things, a subject and a 
predicate — including a verb — in order to be 
complete. A phrase, however, 
is merely a grouping or pairing 
of words that contributes to the 
sentence without being a com- 
pleted subject-predicate thought. An introductory 
phrase is a few words at the opening of sentence 
which are separate from the rest of the thought. 

Commas are key, as they are oftentimes the 
identifying mark of an introductory sentence 
component. Without commas, sentences lump 
together with these klunky introductions and 
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become even sloppier. 

As if this isn’t annoying enough, now consider 
how easy it is to use these phrases in a way that 
is so incorrect that you actually appear to be less 
intelligent than you look — assuming you’re 
reading this with an obscure, confused expression 
on your face, of course. 

Opening a sentence with 
expressions like “as a grammar- 
nazi,” tends to leave a lot of 
room for some context issues. 
For example, “As a grammar-nazi, introductory — 
phrases tend to get on my nerves.” Though seem- 
ingly correct, and possibly faux-sophisticated, 
the key here is that the introductory phrase is 
accidentally modifying “clauses” rather than the 
subject of the sentence, which should be me, the 
grammar-nazi. 
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To be correct, the sentence would read, “As a 
grammar-nazi, I tend to become irritated with 
introductory clauses.” One of many potential er- 
rors related to introductory phrases, a misplaced 
modifier implies a severe lack of grammatical 
understanding. 

Yes, it’s true that introductory phrases are 
technically correct. No, it is not true that they add 
sophistication to your writing. Obviously, there is 
too much room for error and the average popula- 
tion of writers do not know how and when to use 
these things effectively. , 

At the end of the day — a classic example of 
all of the above — effective writing relies on 
content, not grammatical distortion.

Thom Yorke and Flea run amok in Atoms for Peace 


The recently released 
album is reminiscent 
of Yorke’s past work 

but with a twist.

When it was announced that Radio- 
head singer Thom Yorke and Red Hot 
Chili Peppers bassist. Flea would be 
collaborating with long-time Radio- 
head producer Nigel Godrich for a new 
album, fans assumed this would be the 
formation for a new supergroup. On 
Tuesday the album “Amok” was finally 
released, proving that fans were only 
partially right. 

Atoms for Peace, the new group 
consisting of Yorke, Flea, Godrich 
and R.E.M. and Beck drummer Joey 
Waronker is a Thom Yorke album 
parading itself a supergroup. This is 
by no means a complaint; the album 
sounds fantastic. However, people 
may find it difficult to differentiate it 
from Yorke’s previous solo effort “The 
Eraser,” or even the more recent Ra- 
diohead efforts. 

Godrich and Yorke have taken the re- 
cording sessions with Flea and Waronk- 
er and mixed and sampled them into an 
electronic fever dream of an album that 
has more layers than “The Eraser” but 
ultimately sounds like what we’ve come 
to expect from Yorke, albeit with a hint 


of added funk. 

In songs like “Struck Together 
Pieces” and “Dropped,” there are 
times where Flea’s bass-slapping in- 
fluence can be heard but only for a 
moment before it slips back into the 
haunting, hypnotic groove of Yorke’s 
vocals. 

The album works best as a whole 
from beginning to end. The tracks flow 
progressively, and often it is tough to 
tell when one track has ended and an- 
other begins. Yorke’s vocals often fo- 
cus more on how they sound rather than 
what he’s saying and may even take a 
few listens before you understand his 
words at all. 

That’s all part of the magic of some- 
thing this dense. You know Flea and 
Waronker are in there somewhere, bur- 
ied beneath the synth beats, vocals and 
reverberating guitar, but it takes some 
concentration to find them. 

This format makes sense. This 
band played with Yorke during his 
“Eraser,” in which his slow and 
stripped-down electronic songs were 
turned into entirely different live rock 
performances. When Atoms for Peace 
performs these songs live in the fu- 
ture, it is likely that they will sound 
entirely different. 

This makes for a very interesting re- 
verse of how we’ve come to enjoy music 
lately. The actual album tracks are the 
remixes, and to hear the “real” version 
you have to see their live performanc- 
es. Godrich and Yorke have taken the 
tracks and converted them into some- 
thing that could never be replicated 
live; therefore, the live experience and 
the album experience are entirely dif-

ferent beasts altogether. 

Atoms for Peace may not be acom- 
plete departure from Yorke’s solo 
work and Radiohead, but for fans of 
that music, it is an excellent addition 
to the collection. “Amok” is perfect 
for listening to while sitting in a dark 
room with headphones in, allowing 
the barrage of beats to put you into a 
sort of meditative trance that few mu- 
sicians can provide.

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49ers play Japanese team in exhibition 


LBSU lost 8-4 in a game 
that featured two for- 
mer USA Olympians.

The Long Beach State softball team 
gave a warm welcome to team Toyota 
of the Japanese Professional League, 
but the 49ers fell 8-4 in a game that 
was as unconventional as it was unof- 
ficial. 

The exhibition game proved to be 
as untraditional as a college softball 
game can get, as batting lineups were 
expanded past the typical nine slots in 
a contest that had no bearing on either 
team’s record. Former American Olym- 
pians Natasha Watley and Monica Ab- 
bott traveled with the opposing team in 
the 49ers’ home opener. 


Watley and Abbott are entering their 
fifth year playing for Team Toyota, but 
they are sitting out the team’s current 
California road trip. 

“For some of [my teammates], it’s 
their first time in America,’ Watley 
said. 

Watley played softball with LBSU 
assistant coach Stephanie Swenson at 


“UCLA before joining Team Toyota. 


Abbot, who grew up playing softball in 
California, said she was having a good 
time during the team’s West Coast road 
trip. 

“To me, Southern California and 
California in general is the softball hot- 
bed,” she said. “It’s fun to experience 
[playing here] with my Japanese team- 
mates.” 

At the end of the day, the exhibition 
game was not merely a Team Toyota 
showcase but a game for the 49ers as 
well. 

“We definitely did not have the in- 
tensity that we have in a regular season 
game,” Sowder said, “but it was still 


good practice for us, and we learned 
some things today. It was a good expe- 
rience.” 

Pitcher Erin Jones-Wesley started 
the game for The Beach and pitched 
two innings, allowing two runs in the 
first. She settled down in the second in- 
ning to retire all three batters in order. 

The third inning was when Toyota 
began to take possession of the game. 
Third baseman Haruna Sakamoto 
launched a two-run home run over the 
left field wall off pitcher Amanda Han- 
sen and doubled the Toyota lead to 4-0. 

Pitchers Christian Carbajal, Arianna 
Erceg and Selene Pola pitched the re- 
mainder of the game, combining for 
four earned runs. Toyota left fielder 
Maki Ono also hit a home run. 

Down 8-1 in the bottom of the sev- 
enth, the 49ers came up to bat not only 
to soak in their last inning of interna- 
tional play but to threaten Toyota with a 
thrilling comeback. 

After a pair of LBSU batters reached 
base, first baseman Ashley Holmes

came up to bat with runners on second. 
Holmes, who hit a walk-off grand slam 
on Sunday against Syracuse, hit a sin- 
gle to load the bases this time instead 
of clear them. 

The ‘Niners narrowed their deficit 
to five with a two-run double by des- 
ignated player Dana Garcia. A Toyota 
error that followed allowed left fielder 
Brianna Stephan to score. 


The Beach’s comeback effort would 
be cut short, though, as Toyota second 
baseman Mika Suzuki trapped a ball 
hit by center fielder Leilani Tupua-Tau- 
talatasi and ended the game with the 
bases loaded. 

The Beach will resume its regular 
season this weekend at the San Diego 
State Classic I, which will start Friday 
afternoon.

play Saturday at UC Irvine (16-13, 9-6). 

James Ennis, who was recently named 
one of 25 finalists for the Lou Henson 
award (given to the best mid-major player 
in the country), will look to extend his 
double-figure scoring streak to 33 games. 

The senior guard is averaging 17.1 
points, 6.7 rebounds, 1.7 steals and:1.5 
blocks a night. The numbers are good 
for fourth, ninth, fourth and third in the 
conference, respectively. 

After the loss on Friday night, LBSU 
head coach Dan Monson said his team 
can learn from the experience and con- 
tinue to improve as it closes out the 
regular season with three road contests. 

“We're still three games up with 
three to go in our league,” he said. “We 
need to get better. Offensively we need 
to move and play for each other, trust 
each other. If we can correct some of 
this stuff and it makes us better going 
in, then watch out for us.” 


The Anteaters, currently tied with 
Hawaii for third in the Big West stand- 
ings, are anchored by senior guard Da- 
mon Starring, who averages 13.6 points 
a game and shoots 44.3 percent from 
beyond the arc, good for third in the 
conference. 

The ‘Niners defeated Irvine, 81-59, 
at home last month. Ennis carried The 
Beach to the blowout win, scoring a 
team-high 17 points — all in the second 
half and including five 3-pointers — after 
The Beach led by just five at the break. 

Will Davis Il paced UCI, earning 
a double-double with a game-high 18 
points and 12 boards. The sophomore 
forward is 10th in the conference with 
6.5 rebounds per contest. 

The Anteaters rank 14th in the coun- 
try in assists and 23rd in rebounds. 

Tip-off is set for 4 p.m. at Bren 
Events Center, and the game will be 
televised on Fox Sports West.
